MOLTEN METAL. 


Tons of It Carried Tire Miles By 


Freight Every Day. 


Great pots of molten metal go daily 


skimming along the Erie railroad 
from the Cleveland Rolling Mills 
Company's central blast furnace to 
trhe Sewburg mills as sedately as if 
ihis traffic were of long standing. 
The plan, put into operation last 
Monday, is a perfect success. It 


tcs just 15 minutes for the metal, 


after it is poured into the big ladle 
cars, to reach the mixer ia the mills, 
some iive milfs away. Eight trips 
are made a day, as follows: "At 6:20, 
S:20 and 11:20"o'clock in the murn- 
ng, at 2:10 and 4:10 o'clock in the 
afternoon, and three traits at night. 


These trips are mafic at a time 


when 
the 
tracks are practically 


cleared. Thus delays are avoided. 
which would be expensive, for if long 
cntinued the tuetal would cool and 
tbe purpose of the special delivery 
thus be defeated. At the rolling 
mills the car is raised on a hoist to 
the mixer, the ladle is tipped by 
machinery, 
and the liquid metal 


soured into the mixer. Relieved of 
sheir load, the cars amble back to the 
'urnace at their leisure, in time fur 
the next trip. About 500 tons of hot 
metal is thus carried every day over 
this lone railroad route. The Cleve- 
and Rolling Mill Company has to 
pay a pretty figure for the freight- 
ige, it is said, but there is economy 
n the operation.—Cleveland 
Plain

Accidentally a bill of an inn at Pas- 


«ier, Tyrol, was discovered among th« 
papers of a recently deceased meftber of

<rf living at that time Tn 1851 William, 
then prinre of Prussia, with a suit of

lodging for the company amounted to 12 
trentzer—5 cents. The breakfast coffee 
•was more expensive, however—6 krent- 
ler for each cup—i. e., 3>£ cents. A 
dish of milk was l cent, three eggs fur 1 
cent The clmuer at the inn, consisting 
of soup, meat, roast, fruit, preserves and 
•wine, cost 27 kreutzer each, or less than 
11 cents apiece. The total eipeuse of 
lodging, breakfast and dinner for the 
t«rty amounted to 2 florins and 25 
trenizer, or about 90 cents.

Li«Mons From tbe Recent 
To China and Japim, two nations 


Which have never been regarded by their 
warmest admirers as being more than 
tMrely •within tlie extreme outer circle 
of civilization, has fallen the distinc- 
tion of having engaged in the first na- 
T»l battle with modern warships. Up 
to the time of the big struggle between 
the two squadrons in the Yellow sea 
the mammoth marine engines of de- 
•tmction upon which the more impor- 
tant governments have been expending 
millions of dollars each year for more 
than a decade were mere mechanical 
theories. It was contended on the one 
hand that heavily armored vessels with 
ft few gnns liring enormous projectiles 
would be practically iuvnlnerable. An- 
other and not unimportant faction, al- 
though in the rninoriry, asserted with 
eqnal positiveness that a fleet of this 
description would be so badly cripples!, 
if not annihilated entirely, as to unlit, it 
for service by a large number of swift 
cruisers equipped with rapid fire and 
jDiaciiiiie gtms. 


Tho advancers of the latter theory 


would appear to be right, if the Yellow 
eea engagement may bo taken as a cri- 
terion. The fast tmannored Japan^SH 
vessels, constantly darting hither and 
th-ther, ware soldoin hit, while the 
massive Cijinese battleships, slow uf 
ejx^ed and difficult to kindle, were pep- 
pered to such an extent that mosr of 
them were rendered helpless, and, as is 
generally known, were captured to be 
used in strengthening the navy of tbe 
mikado. 


Another lesson which may be learned 


from the recent, naval battle is that no 
matter how powerful the ship the men- 
tality of the commander is, s*frer all, of 
the greatest importance. The quick 
thinking, nervous Japs simpJy smoth- 
ered the slow, stolid Chinese by the ra- 
pidity of their maneuvers and their snd- 
ucn changes of plans. 
The "pigtail" 


sailors and marines are said by those in 
a position to know to be natnrally effi- 
cient, but their officers go into battle 
with one scheme mapped out, which is 
followed to the bitter end, without re- 
gard to unlocked for complications 
vrhich may arise. 
The Japanese, how- 


ever, abandon one plan as soon as un- 
foreseen circumstances reveal another 
which appears to bold out-greater prom- 
ise of success. 


It is fashionable in this country to 


belittle onr own navy, but in view of 
the lessons taught by the Yellow sea 
fight we should probably be able to hold 
our own in a marine struggle with any 
nation in tho world, inasmuch as our 
vessels are about all of the type which 
recent events have shown to be the most 
valuable for actual service, while our 
officers and sailors are conceded to have 
,no superiors.

Tho leavening influence for culture 
of many colleges scattered over the 
country upon the muss of tbe popula- 
tion is much greater than the influence 
of only a few re-ally large universities 
would be. 


One of the most interesting of all the 


smaller institutions of higher education 
is Whitman college, at Walla Walla, 
Or. This college was founded in com- 
memoration of Marcus Whitman, who, 
when Tyler was president, rode 4,000 
miles in midwinter to ar<m?« t-he Unit- 
ed States government to the importance 
of taking in the territory now divided 
np between Oregon, Washington and 
Idaho. 
Whitman lost his life at Walla 


Walla, and his name is held in groat 
reverence there, as it should be. The 
college, however, has had to struggle 
for its existence, since the. endowment 
has never been adequate. 
Now, how- 


ever, it is proposed to raise at. least 
$300,000 to add to the present fund, and 
at least $130,000 of this sum is known 
to be ready. For the remainder the 
friends of the college look to New Eng- 
land, where descendants and relatives 
of Mr. Whitman reside. 
These include 


ex-Governor Rn.ssell of Massachusetts 
and other well known people. The move- 
ment for the endowment of Whitman is 
attracting wide attention, and wo are 
sure the Now Eng landers who have 
been appealed to will be generally and 
generously applauded if they respond 
with liberality.

Gravitation >nd the Wood. 


We ordinarily think of the attraction 


of gravitation only as producing what 
we call weight, and aa governing the 
motion of the earth and other planets in 
their orbits. Bnt gravitation acts in a 
very important manner upon the circu- 
lation of the blood in our veins and ar- 
teries. An elaborate series of experi- 
ments has recently been carried out in 
England to determine jnst what effect 
gravitation exercises in this respect, and 
how its disturbing influence is compen- 
sated in the bodily mechanism. 


It has been found that man probably 


possesses a more complete compensation 
of this kind than any other animal, and 
that the monkey stands in this respect 
next to man. 


Injuries to the spinal cord, asphyxia, 


and poisoning by chloroform or curaro 
paralyze, more or less completely, the 
power of compensation, and then the in- 
fluence of gravitation on the circulation 
of the blood may become a serious dan- 
ger. 


In such a case death is more likely to 


result, according to the conclusions of 
Professor Leonard Hill, if the body is 
placed in such a position that the ab- 
domen is at a lower level than the heart. 


Bnt the danger may be diminished or 


removed either by elevating the abdo- 
men or by compressing it so as to drive- 
the blood up to the heart When the 
heart itself, however, has been injured, 
as by chloroform, there is danger in forc- 
ing the blood too rapidly into it 


Professor Hill finds that, generally 


speaking, the best position for the body, 
•when the power of compensation for the 
•effects of gravitation has been arrested, 
is -with the feet tip instead of with the 
feet down. — Youth's Companion.

MUST DEVELOP LEASED LAND 


The most important decision ren- 


dered for years affecting the rights 
of land owners who have leased their 
properties for oil production was de- 
livered by the Hancock circuit court, 
Judge Seney presiding. 
In 1889 


John F. Hastings leased'his farm of 
165 acres to the Ohio Oil Co. with a 
provision that all wells should be 
drilled within three years. 
The 


company drilled seven 
wells and 


then rested, hut having acquired all 
the adjoining territory developed It 
and let Hastings' land in large part 
remain idle. He wanted his land 
drilled to get the royality, as it is a 
big, rich territory, and last fall gave 
T. C. Kelly a lease to put down eight 
wells, all to be upwards of 600 feet 
from the Ohio Oil Co.'s wells. When 
Kelley began drilling the oil com- 
pany obtained an Injunction. 
The 


case finally reached the circuit court, 
where two days were occupied in the 
trial. The court holds that the sev- 
en wells drilled by the Ohio Oil Co. 
were not sulllclent development of 
Hastings' land, and the company mas 
bound by implied contract to pro- 
duce all tbe oil possible from the 
land instead of draining the oil out 
by wells on adjoining lands, aa had 
been done.

It is ornamented with white 
opaque figures in bas-relief upon a dark 
transparent ground. The subject has nol 
heretofore received n satisfactory eluci- 
dation, but the design, and more spe 
cially tho execution, are admirable. The 
whole of the blue ground, or at least the 
part below the handles, ninsfc have orig 
inally boon covered with white enamel, 
out of which tho figures have, been sculp 
tared in tho stylo of n cni.ieo, with most 
astonishing skill uud labor."

rection around the rocky dwellings of 
the early Turi — baths, ovens and cis- 
»rus honeyc<juii«ed the granite fouuda- 
jons, and the museum contains numer- 
ous household utensils of earthenware 
and iron, together with the stone weap- 
ons and flint arrowheads of primitive 
times. 


Rude can-ings of disks and circles 


symbolize some forgotten eastern creed, 
juried too deeply in the dust of ages to 


capable of excavation. Archaic sculp- 


nire, Greek inscriptions and Roman 
arickwork suggest a melody of ideas, and 
we escape from the bewilderiiigchrouol- 
ogy of ancient Kherson to the neighbor- 
ing church of St Vladimir, a distinct 
landmark of one memorable epoch in 
Crimean history. The ancient sanctuary 
now forms the crypt of the brilliant ca- 
thedral overhead, and the rugged sim- 
plicity of the venerable church contrasts 
sharply with the elaborate ornament of 
the modern temple. 


The black stone fount wherein the 


apostle of Russia baptized the first Tar- 
tar converts to Christianity occupies the 
center of the shadowy crypt, the spot on 
which St Vladimir stood being railed 
off and considered holy ground. Wild 
looking peasants, with matted hair and 
long beards, are kissing the jeweled 
icons in the upper church, with much 
preliminary bONVing and crossing. The 
uncouth aspect of these fervent worship- 
ers shows that even in the nineteenth 
century Russia still hovers on the edge 
of barbarism. 


Close at hand lies the monastery of 


St. George, hewn in a granite cliff 
which towers up perpendicularly from 
the Black sea. Long tunnels lead to a 
labyrinth of cells and chapels, from 
whence flights of rocky steps emerge on 
tho outside of the precipice, where ar- 
butus clings to the narrow ledges and 
yellow broom trees wave in the winds. 


These impregnable strongholds were 


able to protect themselves from the 
fierce tribes of wandering Tartars in the 
early days of Russian Christianity, aud 
the monastery of St. George, rich in leg- 
ends of attack and defense, colored by 
the miracles of local saints, gains addi- 
tional interest to English minds as Miss 
.Nightingale's headquarters during the 
Crimean war. 


A brown frocked monk, with long 


gray curls and flowing beard, conducts 
us through the maze of rock tunnels. 
His brethren are in choir, and the weird 
chanting of the eastern church mingles 
with the eternal voice of the sea as il 
breaks into foam against the frowning 
cliff- Across the water, blue as molten 
lapis lazuli today, thousands of sea gulls 
fly in a white cloud to their home ia the 
rocks, described as "the bird haunted 
headlands" even in the days of Eurip- 
ides, who wove into his great drama, 
"Iphigenia in Tauris, " the wild scenery 
of this iron bound coast, with its fierce 
traditions of human sacrifice and bar 
baric orgies. — London Society.

A Hint to Bicyel" Riders. 


There is a little arrangement of my 


own invention, which many ladies, bi- 
cycle riders, have found satisfactory, 
used to adjust an ordinary skirt to a 
comfortable riding length. About right 
inches from the belt sew on the scams on 
the under side of the skirt little brass 
rings, about the size of an old fashioned 
5 cent silver piece. Thoji put the rings 
between the seams, so theyaie about six 
or eight inches apart; then se\v on an- 
other row diagonally opposite the>e 
rings, about six inches lower down on 
the skirt. Through these rings run a 
Stout, black, smooth cord, the ends com- 
ing out into the pocket on tho right side. 
By pulling this string and tying it in a 
lingle bowkuot, and concealing it iu 
the pocket, the skirt is lifted, for rid- 
ing. When dismounted, by untying tlw 
string and giving the skirt a little shako, 
it assumes tho conventional length. This 
device is perfectly simple. The rings 
should be sewn on strong and the string 
smooth.—Mary Sargent Hopkins in 
Wheelman.

secrets of a certain process can go o«t 
and buy stale, rancid and generally good 
for nothing butter for a few cents a 
pound, and subjecting it to the aforesaid 
process can straightaway sell it at an ad- 
vance of anywhere from 200 to 400 per 
cent This assertion was made yester- 
day, coupled with the statement that 
the people who control the particular 
process are actually now pushing its pos- 
sibilities to the extent of turning out- 
thousands of pounds of the "butter," 
selling it over the conntry.and making: 
so much money they have found it nec- 
essary to increase their capital stock tea 
times and to start a second large factory 
in an Ohio town. It is at this manufac- 
tory that Representative Campbell's bill 
to regulate the manufacture and sale of 
reworked and mixed butter is alleged to 
be aimed. The bill provides a package 
of manipulated butter shall bear it^ 
Libel telling its character branded into- 
the box, and that a breaker of the pro 
posed law, whose terms are explicit, 
shall be punished with a fine of *500 or 
imprisonment for sis mouths or both.
